MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

New Delhi, the 12th April 1966 
S . R . O . 86 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 
of the Constitution , the President makes the following ruleg regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Secretary in the National Defence College , 
Ministry of Defence , namely : 

1. Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) These rules may be called the National 
Defence College ( Secretary ) Recruitment Rules , 1966 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force on the date of thcir publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2 . Classification , scale of pay , method of recruitment, eto . - The classification 
of the post, the scale of pay attached thereto , the method of recruitment to the 
said post, age limit , and other matters connected therewith shall be as specifled 
in columns 3 to 13 of the Schedule annexed hereto . 

3. Disqualification - - ( a ) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life - time of such spouse , shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said poşt; and 

( b ) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage , shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post. 

Provided that the Central Government may , if it is satisfied that there are 
special grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule .

87 — The following draft of rules further to amend the Military Lands 
and Cantonments Service ( Class I and Class II ) Rules , 1951, which the Central

1 ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II ) Amendment Rules , 1966 

2 In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules , 
1951, 

( 1) for rule 17 , the following rule shall be substituted , namely — 
" 17 ( a ) A member of the Service other than those referred to in rule 18 , 

shall be eligible for pension in accordance with the Liberalised 

Pension Rules in force at that time, 
( b ) Unless provided otherwise , qualifying service of a member of the 

Service for purposes of pension shall commence from the date of 

his substantive appointment to the service , 
Provided that in the case of a member of the Service appointed initially 

on probation the period of probation shall also count as qualifying 

service , 
( c ) Any period of service under the Central Government rendered by 

a member of the Service prior to his appointment to the Seryice shall 
count as qualifying service under these rules to the extent to 
which such service would have counted as qualifying service for 
pension , had the individual continued in that appointment, provid 

ed the service is otherwise continuous, 
( 11 ) in sub -rule (b ) of rule 18 , the word " substantive" occurring before 
" appointment" may be deleted
